“M atthew U nit” writes °n excellent essay in 
The Jo urnalist, o f New Yo rk, o n “The Repu­ 
tatio n o f Repo rters,” and o ne po int which he 
makes is w o rthy o f the attentio n o f every 
man who is likely to receiv es call fro m a rep­ 
resentative o f the press. 
A fter a citizen may 
have given an ho ur and a quarter o f his time 
to a repo rter, th at citizen naturally lo o ks fo r 
an ho ur and a quarter’s reading abo ut his af­ 
fair in the mo rning o r evening paper. 
If he 
And no thing at all, his indignatio n is bo und­ 
less, and empties o n the head o f tho repo rter, 
who witho ut do ubt endures even greater 
chagrin than the citizen. 
The Jo urnalist’s 
co ntributo r wisely rem arks th at publicatio n 
o f any o rdinary article m ay be pro blemati­ 
cal, o wing to its lack o f relative impo rtance. 
It wo uld lie well if tho public better under­ 
sto o d the internal wo rkings o f a great daily 
newspaper. 
Jh is 
subject o f “relative irn- 
po rtance” has tieco nie the pro blem o f the ho ur 
since the intro ductio n o f the early trains. Tho 
pajier has fo ur o r eight pages. 
The first edi­ 
tio n go es o ff witho ut much difficulty, tieo ause 
ev erything gets in the pages, it being all tho 
printers can do to fill the space. 
But when, 
an ho ur and a half afterw ard, the seco nd edi­ 
tio n co mes to tie made ready, it is fo und im­ 
practicable to 
make mo re than two new 
pages. 
Thus all the latest news m ust be 
cro wded, no t 
into 
eight pages, but into 
two . 
Here, as late news, we have a # 1,000,- 
000 fire, a caucus fo r the natio nal speakership, 
a senato rial caucus at a state capital, a su­ 
preme co urt decisio n, a repo rt o f the city 
co uncil’s meeting, and so o n, and all these a r­ 
ticles m ust go into two pages already filled 
with go o d m atter. 
The interview with tho 
go o d citizen, bearing o n the claims o f Chicago 
as a jxirt o f entry, o r o f St. Lo uis as a center 
fo r m ilitary supplies, which interview fills a 
co lumn and a half o f space, is seized by the 
man 
m aking up the paper as his first 
salient po int o f attack. 
There are five m inutes in which to do the 
deed, and every lo cal man is in L» « l, th« -re fo re 
an abstract o r a “bo iling-do wn” is impo ssible. 
N o bo dy knew the paper wo uld Ik* “cro wded,” 
and the make-up is firm in his belief that no 
o ne o ther than himself wo uld have cared had 
the lands! i B been a m atter laid do wn in 
pro phesy.
